SUBIECT s Survey of the Central Intellicence Agency 


1. Tf have already sent you a nemcrandum with the terms 
of the resolution of the National Security Council providing thet a 
survey should be made of the activities of the Central Intellivence 
Agency and its relationship to other Departments and Acencies. 


2. As a result of our further discussions on this sub- 
ject, it may be helpful if I set forth my understanding rerardinc the 
scope of the survey and the procedures to be followed. 


. 3. The survey will comprise primarily a thorough and 
comprehensive examination of the structure, administration, activities 
and inter-agency relationships of the Central Intellicence Agency as 
outlined in the resolution of the National Security Gouncii. It will 
also include an examination of such intellicence activities of other 
Sovernment Departments and Agencies as relate to the national secur- 
ity, in order te make recommendations fer taoir effective cperation 
and over-all coordination, subject to the understanding thet the zroup 
will not engace in an actual physical examination of departmental in- 
telligence operaticns (a) outside cf Washington or (b) in the collec- 
tion of commnicaeticons intelligence. On behalf of the Mational Secur- 
ity Council I will undertake tc seek the cooperation in this survey of 
those Governnent Departments and Agencies not represented on the Coun- 
cil which have an interest in intellivence as relates to naticnal se- 
curity. — 


. It should be understood that the survey of the Central 
Tntellirence Aceney and Lts relationship to other Departments and Agen~ 
cies will be done for and with the authority of the National Security 
Council. he survey of the intellizence activities of the Departments 
of State, the Arvgy, the Navy, and the Air force, hewever, will be for 
and with the authority cf the respective heads cf those Departments. 


5S. The survey croup will submit from time to time recom- 
vendations on individual problems wrich need to be brought te the at- 
tention of the Council or the heads of the respective Departments and 


_Agencles concerned, Problems concerning CIA will be civen priority 


over those involving otner Agencies, it is contemplated that the sur- 
vey will be completed and final report submitted on or before Jamary 
1, 1549. 
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
